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TO:- 

The  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: - 


In  the  sphere  of  infectious  diseases  the  year  was  mildly 
distinguished  by  the  vigour  with  which  Asian  influenza  had  ignored  the  colour  bar 
and  swept  like  a  ripple  rather  than  a  tidal  wave  across  the  world.  The  infection 
appeared  promptly  in  your  district  but  passed  without  any  very  serious  strain  on 
the  community.  It  is  significant  of  progress  in  this  realm  of  Lilliputian  gems 
that  a  vaccine  quickly  became  available  though  in  limited  amounts,  and  numerous 
doses  were  given  locally  to  selected  personnel. 

The  silver  lining  to  this  particular  cloud  may  not  be 
very  apparent,  but  even  influenza  epidemics  have  a  credit  side,  acting  as  a 
safety  valve  for  some  who  live  under  strain  by  providing  respectable  grounds 
for  "getting  away  from  it  all",  and  retiring  to  bed  or  armchair  for  a  week  or 
two,  or  three.  In  this  way  influenza  is  unfairly  debited  with  too  many  working 
hours  lost,  an  appreciable  proportion  of  which  should  strictly  bo  debited  against 
the  neuroses  rather  than  physical  illness. 

An  impression  exists  that  Asian  influenza  was  not  the 
only  virus  with  moderately  vicious  propensities  at  large,  and  the  end  of  the  year 
saw  a  good  deal  of  illness  from  an  unidentified  virus,  a  reminder  of  the  large 
field  of  research  which  remains  in  the  study  of  viruses.  This  research  has  already 
seen  rewards,  notable  amongst  them  being  the  vaccine  against  the  virus  of 
poliomyelitis,  and  much  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  protecting  children 
against  this  disease  despite  the  absence  of  local  examples  of  the  paralytic  form 
until  unusually  late  in  the  year. 


Deaths  from  lung  cancer  rose  to  the  highest  figure  so 
far  recorded,  numbering  fit  teen.  The  table  which  follows  reveals  that  the  rise 

in  deaths  from  all  forms  oi  cancer  since  1950  is  largely  due  to  the  rise  in  lung 
cancer  deaths,  cancer  of  all  other  organs  having  remained  fairly  constant  throughout 
these  years,  averaging  two  deaths  per  1000  population.  In  eight  years  deaths 
from  lung  cancer  have  risen  fourfold.  ^  The  graph  reveals  that  if  the  present  rate 
oi  increase  is  maintained,  the  year  1966  will  witness  a  death  rate  from  lung  cancer 
equal. roughly  to  half  that  from  all  other  forms  of  cancer,  and  indeed  once  every 
fortnight  in  your  district,  it  will  then  be,  with  grim  significance,  a  smoker  for 
whom  the.  bell  tolls.  One  wonders  what  the  threshold  rate  will  be  at  which  the 
public  will . begin  to  take  notice  and  to  cripple,  through  the  agency  of  public 
opinion,  this  particular  facet  of  Father  Time’s  scythemanship.  One  must  also, 
albeit  gloomily,  recognise  the  possibility  that  public  opinion  will  continue  to 
tolerate  this  premature  wastage  of  human  life  until  the  rate  levols  off  to  a  high 
plateau  as  it  will  eventually,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  lung  cancer  death  rate  is 

a  delayed  reflection  (in  the  still  waters  of  the  Styx?)  of  the  smoking  habits  of  the 
population  many  years  before. 

.  fairness  to  the  noxious  weed  it  should  be  said  that  one 

o  its  numerous  actions  on  the  human  body  is  to  depress  appetite,  and  in  so  far  as 
it  prevents  excessive  weight  it  is  tending  to  prolong  life.  This  is  intended  as 
comfort  to  the  life  slaves  but  not  as  encouragement  to  the  uncommitted.  The 

best  of  both  worlds  (and  longer  in  this  one’.),  is  to  be  had  by  those  who  noithcr 
smoke  nor  over-oat. 


The  large  number  of  cavities  seen  in  children' s  teeth  during  the 
course  of  the  year  recalls  to  mind  Omar  IChay^m* s: - 

"Through  caverns  measureless  to  man". 

How  one  wishes  that  the  children's  teeth  prompted  William  Blunt's 
lines  to  spring  to  mind  (with  apologies  to  the  bardl):- 

"Say  what  you  will,  there  is  not  in  the  world 

A  nobler  sight  than  from  this  upper  down." 

The  difference  in  poetic  inspirations  could  be  had  for  1-g-d  per  head 
per  year,  spent  on  adjusting  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplies  to 
1.1  parts  per  million. 

Less  sweet  stuff  between  meals  would  help. 


At  the  other  end  of  the  allotted  span,  the  elderly  folk  could  leave 
their  teeth  to  ache  in  the  bathroom  at  night,  if  they  had  a  bathroom.  Old 
people  without  private  means  tend  to  gravitate  into,  or  continue  to  live  in, 
old  cottages  which  leave  much  to  be  desired  in  structure  and  amenity,  and  they 
readily  resign  themselves  to  such  an  existence  due  to  apathy,  relative  poverty, 
a  desire  to  appear  independent  and  perhaps  a  sense  of  being  of  no  further  use 
to  the  community,  making  no  demands  for  an  easier  existence,  of  which  they  often 
have  no  experience,  but  nevertheless  often  deserve.  With  the  prospective 
large  increase  in  the  proportion  of  old  people,  steadily  increasing  attention 
will  need  to  be  given  to  the  problem  of  providing  safe,  labour-saving  small 
dwellings  of  various  types,  which  will  increase  happiness  in  the  declining  years 
and  prolong  for  many  old  folk  their  much  cherished  independence. 


During  the  year  a  council  house  was  allotted  to  a  family  newly  returned 
from  nine  months'  rehabilitation  during  which  the  family  were  trained  as  a 
unit  to  cope  with  the  basic  demands  of  life  within  the  community.  It  is 
modern  belief  that  family  life  in  a  normal  environment  is  greatly  preferable 
for  the  moulding  of  future  citizens  to  the  institutional  rigidities  and  lack 
of  personal,  emotional,  parental  affection  in  children's  homes,  hov.'cver  well 
these  are  run.  The  family  in  question  had  sunk  to  a  degree  of  squalor  too 
unpleasant  in  some  details  for  print.  They  have  subsequently  survived  within 
the  community,  leading  a  relatively  normal  life,  with  a  great  deal  of  help 
from  official  bodies  and  kindly  neighbours.  We  cannot  alter  low  intellects, 
which  stunt  responsibility  and  insight,  but  the  mere  fact  that  this  family  lias 
survived  within  the  community  without  permanent  break  up  is  in  itself  proof 
of  the  success  of  the  policy  adopted,  however  much  incidental  criticism  is 
merited.  In  the  meantime  the  parents  have  retained  parental  responsibility 
within  their  intellectual  limitations,  the  children  have  remained  happy,  and 
their  upbringing  has  not  fallen  heavily  on  the  county  rate.

DRAINAGE 


REPORT  ON'  THE  CHINN  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR..,.  1958 


The  Year  1958  was  indeed  a  notable  one  for  the  area  as  respects  drainage, 
in  that  the  Council  at  long  last  has  been  able  to  make  a  start  on  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  to  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  Rural  District,  although, 
for  technical  reasons,  the  Rural  District  Council  has  not  been  given  the 
full  amount  of  financial  assistance  which  was  anticipated  from  Central  Government 
funds,  in  this  instance* 

This  has  not  been  allowed  to  delay  matters,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  even  more 
encouragement  will  be  given  to  the  Council  to  proceed  with  all  possible  speed  in 
the  future  and  that  the  Minister  of  Health  will  quickly  remove  any  obstacles 
which  might  retard  these  schemes,  as  a  result  of  lack  of  finance. 


If,  as  seems  likely,  the  Rural  District  Council  may  be  called  upon  to  make 
a  contribution  to  the  cost  of  surface  water  drainage  in  these  areas,  then  the 
overall  cost  of  drainage  will  be  a  heavy  burden  and  it  would  seem  equitable 
that  as  a  Rural  District,  our  ratepayers  have  logical  grounds  for  claiming 
generous  help  from  the  funds  available  under  the  Rural  Y/ater  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act* 


The  Sixpenny  Handley  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  residents  will  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  facilities 
now  available.  This  Department  carried  out  a  survey  of  properties  in  the 
Village  and  is  now  pressing  for  sewer  connections  to  be  made  as  and  when  possible* 

Progress  at  Cranborne  is  still  unsatisfactory  ,  only  additional  connection 
having  been  made  during  the  year,  and  a  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate 
Committee  early  in  1959* 

RERUSE  COLLECTION 

The  service  has  continued  to  work  well,  although  as  a  result  of  incidence 
of  Christmas  holidays,  considerable  inconvenience  was  caused  to  those  who  had  no 
collection  at  that  time*  The  growth  of  the  population,  plus  the  tendency  for 
practically  all  items  of  foodstuffs  to  be  wrapped  or  pre-packed,  is  resulting  in 
a  continuous  increase  in  the  quantity  of  waste  handled.  In  order  that  our  labour 
force  can  be  fully  utilised,  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  the  replacement 
of  our  two  smaller  vehicles,  by  types  of  larger  capacity*  Both  have  been  in 
continuous  service  for  over  seven  years  and  their  replacement  cannot  be  deferred 
for  long* 

CLEANSING  SERVICE 

The  two  vehicles  dealt  with  many  more  loads  of  sewage  during  1958  than 
ever  before,  as  a  result  of  this  the  service  was  able  to  show  a  balance  on 
the  credit  side.  The  wet  weather  throughout  the  year  has  undoubtedly  added  to 
the  difficulties  of  those  who  have  to  rely  on  cesspool  or  septic  tank  drainage 
and  the  continuous  demand  for  cesspool  emptying  is  a  reflection  of  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  that  exist,  and  that  can  only  be  effectively  cured 
by  sewering  the  locality* 

Disposal  of  sewage  is  still  difficult  and  the  only  site  available  involves, 
even  under  favourable  circumstances,  an  unnecessarily  long  journey.  Much  more 
could  be  done  in  a  day,  and  the  cost  per  unit  possibly  reduced,  if  suitable 
disposal  sites  were  available  in  close  proximity  to  the  Y/imborne-Ringwood 
Road. 

MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS. 

The  number  of  licensed  sites  in  seven  of  a  total  of  287  standings* 

57  individual  licences  have  been  issued. 

As  before,  the  main  difficulties  that  have  been  experienced  relate  to  the 
placing  of  individual  vans  on  small  -parcels  of  ground.  Although  they  plead 
ignorance,  one  is  frequently  left  with  the  impression  that  this  lack  of  knowledge 
of  the  law  is  only  pleaded  when  the  occupiers  arc  faced  with  a  request  to  produce  / 


their  licence.  It  is  in  such  cases  that  the  "free"  period  of  42  days  makes 
enforcement  of  the  Public  Health  Act  difficult  and  it  is  suggested  that  in 
addition  to  the  normal  penalties  a  daily  penalty  should  be  obligatory  on 
the  owner  of  the  site  for  each  day  after  the  42. days  that  the  site  remains  without 
certain  specific  requirements  such  as  piped  water,  proper  drainage,  sanitary 
accommodation  etc. ,  In  the  case  of  the  isolated  holiday  van  in  a  field, 
this  would  not  apply  as  the  van  would  have  gone  long  before  the  expiry  of  the 
period,  but  if  followed  by  other  vans,  then  the  owner  of  the  land  would 
quickly  acquire  a  further  series  of  expensive  obligations. 

Obviously  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  vans  used  for 
holiday  accommodation  and  in  particular,  development  of  the  use  of  caravans  as 
permanent  accommodation.  The  law,  so  far  as  Public  Health  is  affected,  only 
provides  for  circumstances  as  they  existed  in  1936*  nearly  25  years  ago,  and 
is  quite  out  of  date  under  present  circumstances.

This  will  bring  us  into  line  with  the  Urban  Districts  in  the  south  and  its  effect 
will  be,  that  as  from  a  given  date,  no  milk  may  bo  sold  unless  it  is  Pasteurised 
or  Tuberculin  Tested.

HOUSING 


This  branch  of  our  work  has  continued  to  need  considerable  timo  to 
be  devoted  to  it,  although  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  requests 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  diminished  in  number. 

The  continuous  survey  which  is  being  carried  out  has  brought  further 
properties  to  our  attention  and  appropriate  action  has  been  taken  to  secure 
either  their  improvement  or  closure  and  subsequent  demolition.  The  provision 
of  new  replacement  houses  fell  short  of  the  requirement  particularly  as 
regards  the  smaller  unit  and  thus  several  sub-standard  properties  remained 
in  occupation  during  the  year.  The  national  problem  of  the  ageing  population 
was  well  illustrated. 

The  Rent  Act  appears  to  have  done  little  to  improve  the  general  state 
of  disrepair  existing  in  many  of  the  tenanted  houses.  The  Department  has 
freely  given  advice  both  to  Owners  and  Tenants  which  has  often  been  sought 
too  late  to  be  of  any  material  advantage.  There  is  still  a  marked  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  the  ratepayers  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  offered. 

On  numerous  occasions  a  tenant  has  accepted  a  rent  increase  which  was  totally 
unjustified,  on  receipt  of  a  verbal  intimation  that  the  work  would  be 
executed.  In  no  case  has  action  by  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  resulted  in  the 
complete  modernisation  of  a  property. 

During  the  year  47  applications  for  Improvement  Grant  were  received  in 
respect  of  63  dwellings  involving  a  total  expenditure  of  £17,302.  This 
represents  an  average  expenditure  of  £278.  per  dwelling.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


The  end  of  1958  seemed  to  induce  a  spurt  so  far  as  legislation  relating 
to  Slaughterhouses,  in  that  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  Health  produced 
the  long  awaited  "Hygiene  Regulations"  and  also  revised  (1958)  versions  of 
the  "Slaughter  of  Animals  Act"  and  "The  Slaughterhouses  Act"  ,  although  the 
latter  Act  is  not  one  which  will  be  commended  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  two  measures  will  end  the  unsatisfactory 
situation  that  has  existed  in  the  absence  of  any  firm  policy  on  this  subject 
and  that  in  any  future  legislation,  the  Public  Health  aspect  will  be  given 
pre-eminence  by  the  Minister. 

The  financial  assistance  offered  to  Local  Authorities  towards  the  cost  of 
meat  inspection  can  hardly  be  taken  as  a  serious  endeavour  to  help  small 
Local  Authorities  to  provide  a  100 %  moat  inspection  service.  In  round  terms, 
the  amount  this  Council  could  claim  in  this  connection  would  bo  about  one 
eighth  of  the  total  cost  of  our  meat  inspection  facilities  and  is  obviously 
nowhere  near  relative  to  the  amount  of  meat  exported  from  the  district. 

It  seems  that  the  Minister  is  out  of  touch  with  the  problem  of  small 
Authorities  who  are,  through  their  Public  Health  Officers,  trying  to  do  this 
duty  conscientiously. 

Further  inspections  made  with  reference  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
1955  havo  brought  to  light  minor  problems  and  in  most  cases  there  has  been 
willing  co-operation  from  the  Owners  or  Occupiers. 

Liaison  with  local  food  traders  was  continued  during  the  year  and  the 
whole  of  the  food  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered: -
